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Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 -3, 6-8 and 11-15 are is objected to because of the following 
informalities: "the training unit" lacks antecedent basis. It appears the unit should read 
as "the training word unit". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1 and 7 fail to meet the requirements set forth in: In re Bilski, 88 USPQ2d 
1385 (Fed. Cir. 2008), stating the method steps must include a tie to a particular 
structure for carrying out the steps or a physical transformation of the acquired data. 
Claims 1 and 7 do not disclose any tie to a particular structure for carrying out the 
method steps, and the method steps can be carried out by a person or by hand. The 
identification of troublesome content from a word database could be interpreted as a 
person reading from a list of words to the person and writing down the troublesome 
words; and the storage of the training unit on a storage media could be interpreted as 
wiring down the words on a piece of paper. The claims also do not provide any physical 
transformation of the acquired data. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 7, 9 and 12-15 disclose a "data storage unit". A "data storage 
unit", is defined in the current specification as being: "such as a portable CD or an

Internet website". The broadest possible interpretation of a "data storage unit" could 
encompass an Internet website, or even a signal, which are nonstatutory since an 
internet website and/or a signal are not tangible mediums. The current specification has 
not limited the types of data storage units to encompass only physical tangible 
mediums, including CD's, DVD's, or cassette tapes. Therefore the disclosure of a "data 
storage medium" in the claims is considered nonstatutory subject matter.
